Of Crlttenben County Sunday School 
Association to he Held at Ma- 
rlon, Ky., Aug. 30-31, '09. 



Madisonvillc, Ky., Aug. 7. --One 
of t he most shocking and cold-blood- 
ed tragedies that has ever occurred 
in Madisonvillc and HopkiDs county 
took place last night when Roland 
Rich shut and alui-.st instantly killed 
his wife, Dora, aged 80 years, over 
domestic troubles. 

The woiuan was shot in the left 
jaw, the bullet passiug through her 
head. She lived about ten minutes, 
but was unconcious from the time 
she was shot. Rich to all appear- 
ances determined to kill his wife, 
lor he shot her twice, the other shot 
taking effect in her arm. She did 
not make any outcry after the first 
shot. 

It is said that Rich and his wife 
had not on the best of terms. Finally 
it is said she told him she would 
leave him. It is said Rich had been 
drinking. 

Lorene Ashby, the eleven-year-old 
daughter of the murdered woman, 
rushed into t h e hall after 
Rich, and it is said he trie! to shoot 
the girl but was prevented fromdoiog 
so. Rich begged local officers to 
proteot him while taking him to jail 
and requested them to take him out 
of town. The officers promised to 
proteot him as far as it was in their, 
power. The crime has stirred the 
city and county, aid there is wide- 
spread indignation over the tragedy.
